PINE FORESTS 


Chief Andrews Taking Precaution 


This Year To Prevent Serious 


Results

And Copies of Laws Regarding 


the Setting of Fires Sent to 


County Auditors 


The fact that so many timber and 
cut over districts in Northern Minne­ 
sota are threatened with serious fires 
now is a condition that is somewhat un 
usual 
for this sea so n of the year .says 
the Duluth Herald. 
Forest fir*** are always more or less 
I frequent in the fall, after everything is 
[dried up, following a long spell of dry 
weather, but to have enough dry wea­ 
ther during the past two months to) 
cause danger from fires is Home tit ing 
th at has not happened in the spring 
and early summer months in this part 
of th** .-Ant** for many years. 
The state firewarden has already sent 
out to the various boards of county 
commissioners, particularly in the tim ­ 
ber district of the state, copies of the 
state laws relating to the precautions 
that should be taken to prevent forest 
fires, and the step* that should Le taken 
to check them whenever discovered. 
On** of the noticeable features of th** 
fire warden’s instructions this year is the 
elimination of the word “wilfully'’ in 
connection with tin* starting of danger­ 
ous fires in timber country, or the leav 
mg of brush and tree tops in such con 
dition as to augment a fire should on** 
be started. 
Under the instructions of the fire w ar 
den there will 
be* 
no 
thing this 
year as a logger or settldr (‘scaping pun­ 
ishment in case of a fir**, if he has not 
complied fully with the letter of the law 
relative * 0 th** cleaning upof brush piles 
and tree tops. The authorities intend 
to hold th** individual or firm respon­ 
sible whether or not the neglect was 
wilful or unintentional. 
By this means the fir** warden figures 
th a t greater care will be exercised by 
those concerns who have been logging 
this past winter, anti who have let tire 
m atter of clearing up th** rubbish go by 
default. 
Complaints are already coming in 
from sections of the county where log 
g iag operations were conducted th at the 
loggers dill not burn up the tree tops as 
directed. 
Chief Fire Warden Andrews is very 
much interested anti has been in n o rth ­ 
ern Minnesota for some time looking up 
this matter.
